THE EXODUS OF STATESMEN FROM THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Senator Beck on Presidential Nominations 
and Tax Reduction — Plumb’s Good 
Opinion—How Uncle“ George Hearst 
Left the Capital. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., August 6.—Senator 
Beck is very much pleased with the result of 
the labors of the Senate on the Presidential 
nominations. . 

‘*There probably never were eight months 
of continuous session before in which there 
was so littie difference of opinion, so little 
personal discussion as there has been over the 


nominations of the President this session,“ 
said the Senatorthis morning. ‘‘Here is the 
end of the session with all but about forty of 
the President’s appointments acted on and 


less than 1 per cent rejected. Out 
of sixty-seven Collectors of Internal 
Revenue. sixty-four have been con- 


firmed and these officers are among the most 
naportant and are spread over a larger terri- 
tory than almostany others.’’ When asked 
what he thought of the merits of President 
Cleveland’s appointments, the Senator said: 
They have been very good. I think I know 
more about the Internal Revenue Collectors 
than any others. I have bad charge of most 
of them, and I can say that they have been al- 
most universally first-class appointments and 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue will 
tell you the same. 

How are you satisfied with the work of 
Congress during the past season?’’ 

**Congress has failed in just one thing. It 
should bave reduced taxation. The people 
ate maud that a portion, at least, of the burden 
be taken from their shoulders, and in this 
Congress has failed altogether. I will not say 
where the blame for this rests; 
l only sa that we should have 


done it an we have conspicuously 
failed. I will not say how it should have been 
done. I believe in reducing the revenue, not 


only because taxation should be reduced, but 
because I think we are reducing our national 
bank circulation too rapidly. Ve should en- 
deavor to avoid any such sudden changes. If 
we continue to accumulate money so rapidly 
and pay it out for the redemption of the in- 
terest-bearing debt, we shall have soon re- 
tired our entire 3 per cent issue. If, as has 
been suggested, the banks fail to hand in the 
bonds called, we will have decreased the in- 
terest-bearing debt, but we will havea large 
amount of money taken out of circulation and 
locked up in the Treasury. 
PLUMB ON KANSAS APPOINTMENTS. 

Speaking of the Senate’s action on Presi- 
dential nominations, Senator Piumb said last 
evening, Ido not suppose there was ever a 
better record of hurmony in a long session. 
Of the character ofthe President's nominees, 
Senator Plumb said: ‘‘I do not think we have 
had any bad appointments in Kansas and 1 
know we have had some very good ones. 
There has not been a single rejection in the 
State of Kansas. When you consider that both 
my colleague and myself are of opposite 
politics to those of the Administration 
this is saying agreatdeal. It was natural to 
expect that the new Administration would 
make some mistakes. The Democratic field 
has not been harrowed overas the Republican 
field had in twenty-four years of oftice-seek- 
ing. The record of the Administration in ap- 
pointinents has been a very good one.

Anotber serious conflagration occurred to- 
day at the East St. Louis National Stock 
Yards, the immense ſce- house ot the Dressed 
Beet Company being completely destroyed, | 
The ice-house was situated in the northwest 
end ofthe yards near the railroad tracks and 
in close proximity tothe main building. The 
fire was first discovered at precisely 10 o’clock 
and originated in the northwestern corner 
of the icehouse.

The reel men, however, were soon sending a 
forcible stream upon the flames, and the good 
effect of their work was atonce apparent. 


Reels No. 18 and 23 arrived ai few 
minutes after No. 12, and Engines 18 
and 12 also went over. Engine 


12 attempted to foree water from Cahokia 


Creek, but as the creek was low and the bank | 


high the engine failed to draw the water and 
the attempt was abandoned, water being then 
taken from a cistern. At the northeastern end 
ofthe ice-house there was a long slide which 
led down to some sheds on the east, and as 
the flames were gradually making their way 
in the vicinity of the sheds. it was decided to 
puil the slide down. Two ropes were 
attached to it and a erowd of 
about 300 men began to pull 
away. Afterafew jerks the frame work to 
which the ropes were attached gave away snd- 
denly and the men at the ropes’ end struckithe 
ground with remarkable precision. The fire 
was completely under the control ofthe St. 
Louis fire laddies in about half an hour, and the 
engines and one reel were sent home, the other 
two reels remaining and two steamers kept 
playing on the ruins. 
THE MAIN BUILDING 

just east of the frame ice-house was separated 
from the fire by a cattle chute about thirty 
feet in width. The intense heat soon set 
the flames to work on the interior of this 
handsome structure. Assistant Chief Hester 
had calculated on this, and was soon in po- 
sition withastream and axes. This place is 
used us a chilling room, and is a 
part of the whole building. The interior is all 
of frame, and it is separated from the works 
* by a brick fire wall. This would not 

ave prevented the spread of the flames to the 
entire works, as some of the iron doors were 
open and would have proved fine flues for the 
fire to getthrough. As Hester remarked: ‘‘In 
u minute more it would have been beyond 
our control.“ The smoke from the 
sawdust was stifling almost beyond 
endurance, yet the firemen stayed at their 
perilous posts like heroes. The floors of the 
top story were torn up and under them the 
flames were tound crackling away like a sput.- 
tering piece of bacon on the coals. A fair 
stream of water was turned on this spot and 
soon the danger was past. The loss here is 
between $500 and $600. 

The building destroyed and the injured 
structure are the property of the East St. 
Louis Dressed Beef Company. S. M. Allerton 
is President, Isaac H. Knox. Vice-President; 

„ D. Craven, Bay aa nme and A. 
W. #£=Millspaugh, secretary. The lce- 
house was a frame structure 100 feet square 
and 50 feet high. It was built in 1878 at a cost 
of $6,000, with linings ready for ice. It con- 
tained 9,000 tons of ice valued at $12,000. The 
main building is damaged to the extent of $500, 
bringing the total loss up to $18,500. 

The two elevators on the outside of the brick 
building which are of iron are in a badly 
warped condition from the heat of the burning 
ice-house. It is probable they will have to be 
taken down before they will be fit for use. 
This loss is included in the main building loss. 

IT WAS EXACTLY TEN MINUTES 
after ten o’clock when the first notice was 
sent to the St. Louis Fire Department, just 
ten minutes after the fire was discovered. At 


10:30 o’clock the Twelve’s reels have 
in sight and was soon at 
work. The Eighteens and Twenty-threes 


followed immediately. There was the usual 
scarcity of water and but one engine got to 
work and it had to pump out of a cistern, the 
water in Cahokia Ureek being out of reach. 
Astream from Whittaker’s Pork-house and 
the Dressed Beef Company's stream were 
turned over to the boys from this side and 
after a stubborn battle the flames were 
subdued and the apparatus returned to this 
side. 

No one appeared to have any idea how the 
fire originated, but all agree that it was 
first discovered in the northwestern corner 
about widway of the length of the building. 
In connection with the origin, a very 
strange experience is related by one of the 
members of the Fire Department. He says 
that while driving over the bridge he was ac- 
costed by two well-dressed men walking 
along, who tried to assure him that the fire 
was out. He passed on, and they endeavored 
to expostulate with him to prevent him going 
to the fire. No amount of assurance could 
stop the fireman. He had proceeded about half 
way to the fire in East St. Louis when a man 
in a buggy hailed him. He reined his horse 
up, when the man said he had just returned 
from the yards and the fire h been extin- 
guished by the yard hose. He went on with 
the apparatus, and luckily he did too, else the 
entire institution would have been in ashes, 
and a loss of over $500,000 entailed. 

After the fire was gotten under control the 
company’s representative notified George 
Anderson, who keeps a saioon and restaurant 
opposite their works, to letthe firemen have 
anything they wanted in the way of edibles 
and drinkabies. The boys did not go over in 
very large numbers, the time being too valua- 
ble on this side. 

NO INSURANCE. 

There was no insurance on the ice-houses, 
the destruction of which will not interfere at 
all with the business of the establishment.

CUTTING CONVICTED. 


THE ALLEGED TRIAL OF THE AMERICAN 
EDITOR AT PASO DEL NORTE. 


A Judicial Farce—The Accused Tried for 
an Offense Committed on American 
Soil—Sentence Deferred—The Clever Ruse 
of the Mexican Authorities—Cutting to 
Be Pardoned to Pacify the Wrath of the 
United States. 


Ev Paso, Tex., August 6.—The trial of Ed- 
itor Cutting began yesterday. The Judge of 
Letters, Senor Miguel Sabbida; his clerk, the 
official interpreter, Louis Dantinko; the plain- 
tiff, Endridgio Medina, Consul Brigham and 
clerks, the prisoner and afew American and 
Mexican citizens and representatives of the 
El Paso press assembled in the small court 
room, furnished with twotables anda few 
chairs. At 1 o’clock Prosecuting 
Attorney J. M. Sierra and Jesus E. 
Yslasa, attorney for the defense, 
announced that they were ready fortrial. On 
opening the court Judge Sabbida asked the 
interpreter to read all the proceedings and 
documents in the case. Among them were 
Medina’s affidavit charging Cutting with fail- 
ure to carry out the reconciliation made before 
the Mexican Court in regard to the publication 
in El Centinela by immediately causing to 
be published in the Sunday Herald of El Paso 
a repetition of the offense; then a second affi- 
davit from Medina, charging that Cutting had 
circulated overten copies of that paper in 
Paso del Norte, and alleging that his malicious 
intention was made plain, because 

CUTTING’S DEFAMATORY CARD 
appeared in both Spanish and English, while 
the Herald usually published nothing but 
English, Then followed the order of the 
judge. He recovered all copies of the Herald 
containing said articles so circulated. Then 
the written minutes of the court from day to 
day were read, embracing the time when Cut- 
ting first appeared before the court till the 
day and hour of the sitting. Then came the 
original charge of libeling a Mexican citizen, 
Medina, in the Sunday Herald, a paper pub- 
lished in El Paso, Tex. Medina had filed as 
evidence against the prisoner the act of con- 
ciliation previously signed by both, copies of 
the Herald and an interview had with the 
prisoner by another local paper. One part of 
the court minutes said: 

Cutting at II o’clock at night, when he was told he 
might give bond, answered that he would not give 
bond, but that his case was in the hands of his 
Government, and that if the demand for his release 
was not obeyed at once, the United States troops 
from Fort Davis would at once arrive and liberate 
him by force. 

The minutes go on to state how several par- 
ties had been appointed by the Court to de- 
fend Cutting against his will; how all these 
declined until Jesus Yslasa accepted the task. 
Then follow the introduction of the laws of 
the State of Texas applicable inthe case, as 
the offense was conceded to have been com- 
mitted in Texas. When the reading was n- 
ished Cutting was asked if all was satisfac- 


tory to him. He replied that he could not 
countenance the proceedings, as he consid- 


proval of the contents of the minutes and ar- 
gument was declared in order. 
THE PROSECUTION’S ARGUMENT. 

Jose Marie Sierra, Prosecuting Attorney, 
took the floor and delivered his argument, 
stopping only to quote from law books such 
articles and paragraphs as were referred to in 
his speech. He said thatthe case hinged upon 
the written agreement between Medina and 
Cutting, called an act of reconciliation, which 
was broken and made void by the publication 
made by Cutting inthe El Paso Heraid; that 
his breach of contract gave Medina a perfect 
right to continue bis case against the prisoner, 
and he quoted articie 656 and section 5, article 
657, Mexican Code, in support of this view. He 
said that Cutting was notjan ignorant man,but 
had repeatedly actedin direct opposition to 
the act of conciliation,as the publication of in- 
terviews withthe prisoner in Ei Paso papers 

roved and the prisoner merited no clemency 
— his crime was worse than if he were 
ignorant or had acknowledged its gravity and 
tried to make amends instead of constantly 
reiterating his attacks against Medina in inter- 
views. The prisoner had made investigation 
of the case diflicuit by refusing to answer the 
Judge, and this was an aggravating circum- 
stance in the case. The resuitof his crime 
had been to 

TERRORIZE THE PEOPLE 
of this vicinity, disturbing society, causing 
fear of revolution and probably war. All 
these were aggravating circumstances and 
crimes in themselves. Sections 1 and 4, article 
186, Mexican law, gave the Court jurisdiction, 
and he characterizes the offense as a crime 
because it was also punishable in Texas, 
as in the quoted law of Texas, which 
specified imprisonment from six months to 
two years, or a fine of from $300 to $2,000. He 
concluded by calling attention to article 66 of. 
the penal code, defining sentence in such seri- 
ous cases, and asked the Court for a term of 
two years’ imprisonment at hard labor against 
the prisoner. He then asked the Court to cen- 
sure Consul Brigham for his officious interfer- 
ence in the case, and requested that the Fed- 
eral authorities be notified of the Consul’s 
acts so that necessary diplomatic correspond- 
ence be commenced for his removal. 
MEDINA’S TESTIMONY. 

Enridgio Medina, the accusing party, was 
then given the floor, and testified that Cutting 
had defamed his character in El Centinela on 
June 6. For this he had Cutting cited by the 
court for recognition. The result of this was 
that Cutting promised to publish four times, in 
both English and Spanish, a retraction. He 
had broken his word, as was evident 
from No. 16, of El Centinela, dy hav- 
ing omitted the Spanish version 
and for giving the English in bad faith, omit- 
ting capital letters and using very small type, 
and, not satisfied with ‘‘burlesquing my good 
faith and his oath, he caused to appear two 
articles more offensive than the first in El 
Paso in the Sunday Herald of June 20, one in 
Spanish and the other in English, reiteratin 
his former charge and claiming that he h 
retracted only because he was forced before 
a Mexican judge, and Cutting, not satisfied 
with the harm done my reputation and my 
business, has said in an interview with a Trib- 
une reporter, thatIam a ‘fraud and dead- 
boat; that this had always been his opinion 
of my newspaper enterprise, and for this rea- 
son he published it. 

The witness farther stated that it being

possible for me to continue my newspaper 
enterprise, and my interests having suffered 
rave damages,so thatI will be unable to

THE DEFENSE. 

At the conclusion ofthe testimony of wit- 
ness, Senor Jesus Ysiasa, attorney for Cut- 
ting, took, the floor.

THE ANARCHISTS’ TRIAL. 


Socialists and Anarchists Placed On the 
Stand By the Defense. 


CHICAGO, August 6.—The expectation ap- 
peared to be general this morning that some 
of the defendants charged with the Haymarket 
massacre would be placed upon the witness 
stand by the defense, and as a consequence, 
there was more than the usual effort by friends 
of the accused to obtain admittance to the 
court-room. 

Dr. John M. Flemming was called by Mr. 
Foster and said he was one of the physicians 
who was in attendance uponthe wounded at 
the Desplaines Street Station on 
the night of May 4. The wit- 
ness said there were about twelve citi- 
zens at the station who had sustained §in- 
juries. The witness said he extracted a bul- 
let from the knee of an officer whom he 
thought was Officer Krueger. The witness 
said the bullet corresponded, as near as he 
was able to judge, with the revolver bullets 
used by the policeman. 

The counsel said he desired to show that 
Krueger remarked that the bullet came from 
a police revolver. Objected to and objection 
sustained. 

The witness said he extracted a bullet from 
the shoulder ofa shoemaker, and it appeared 


to be same as that taken from Krueger. A 
bullet was taken from the body ofa dead man 
brought into the police station, which also 
appeared to correspond with the other bullets. 
On crosas-examination he said he would not 
be able to testify as to the calibre of the bullet 
— as to What kind of a revolver it was fire 
rom. 

William S. Weimers was called to repeat the 
testimony of Oflicer Wessler on thetrial of a 
young man named Steiner, in which the de- 
fense claimed that Steiner was the person 
pointed out as firing atthe police instead of 
Fielden. The witness was unable to repeat 
the testimony and was excused. 

Otto Wandrey, who could not speak En- 
glish, testified that before the Haymarket 
meeting concluded he and the defendant, 
Fischer, went to Zepf’s Hall and were there 
drinking beer whenthe bomb exploded. He 
testified that he also saw Parsons there at the 
same time. He did not see Mrs. Parsons there. 
This latter assertion contradicted the other 
witnesses for the defense. On cross-examina- 
tion, he said he belonged toa group of Inter- 
nationalists, of which Fischer and Engel were 
members. 

GAUZY EVIDENCE. 

Edward Preusser testified that Schwab ar- 
rived at Deering to makea speech abont 9:30 
o'clock on the night of May 4, and addressed a 
meeting at Deering about 9:45 o’clock, speak- 
ing fifteen or twenty minutes, and when he 
concluded speaking Schwab went with 
the witness to a drinking saloon 
and remained there ten or fifteen minutes. 
Schwab then took a car and returned to the 
city. According to this testimony Schwab 
could not have been at the Haymarket meet- 
ing later than 9 o’clock at night, and could not 
have returned tothe Haymarket eariler than 
10:45 o’clock. On the cross-examination the 
witness said he was a carrier for the Arbeiter 
oe lis could not state the time pre- 
cisely. 

Fritz Stettler was also present at the Deer- 
ing meeting and heard Schwab speak there 
thut night. 

Herman Becker, who lives on Randolph 
street, near the Haymarket, said he saw 
Schwab at the Haymarket a few minutes after 
8 o’clock on the night of May 4, and afterward 


saw him take 4 street car 
and go east. The testimony ot 
these witnesses does not contradict 


that of the State except that of Gilmer, who 
stated he saw him in company with Spies just 
prior to the explosion. 

Phineas H. Adams testified that he would 
not believe Gilmer underoath. He could not 
specify any particular facts to base his 
opinions upon except thattwo men who live 
near Gilmer have spoken in that way of him. 

Heinrich Witt, who could not speak English, 
testified that Spies was requested to makea 
speech on the Black road to a meeting of men 
on May 3, which resulted in the McCormick 
riot, and gave a resume of that occasion. He 
declared that Spies, when the attack was made 
upon McCormick’s, urged his hearers not to 
join in the attack. On the cross-examination 
the witness said he knew Lingg and that Lingg 
joined in the deliberations of the lumber 
shovers. Hesaid the lumber shovers’ meet- 
ing was not calledtotake any action against 
the McCormick employes. 

The defense introduced a witness named 
William Murphy, who testified that he was on 
the wagon at the Haymarket when the bomb 
exploded and did not see Fielden 8 a 
revolver. The court then adjaurned until2 
p. m.

THE IRISH QUESTION. 


The Radical Union Opposing Matthews’ 
Re-Election—Arnold on the Attitude of 
Americans on Gladstone’s Home Rule 
Policy—An III-Fated Yachting Party — 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, August 6.—After a consideration 
of Hartington’s speech yesterday the conver- 
sation of members who have returned to 
town goes toshow that there is little clearing 
up in the chaos of the parties. Chamberlain 
has declared that he will not act upon any 
subject which might havethe effect of return- 
ing Gladstone to power, so long as the 
latter remains unchanged on the Irish ques- 
tion. This is characteristically reckless 
Radicalism versus Toryism. If the question 
comes up Chamberlain cannot vote against it 
except at the risk of stultifying himself, nor 
vote for it without helping Gladstone's return 
to power. Hartington announces that the 
Unioniste will not help the Liberals to force a 
premature expression of their Irish policy 
from the Conservatives. On the other hand 

CHAMBERLAIN’S NEW CAUCUS, 
the so-called Radical Union, have decided to 
support Alderman Cook, Home Ruler, against 
Henry Matthews, who is seeking re-election 
for East Birmingham, on his appointment to 
the Home Office. In the face of such a con- 
tradiction, no one knows what to expect.

Gladstone’s Irish policy whomI would calla 
man of high intelligence and wide knowledge, 
Godkin, the well-known editor of the Evening 
Post and the Nation. Godkin isan Irishman. 
With the general American people the main 
motive is the temptation to do the Irish a 
pleasure safely. A weighty opinion is not that 
of the general public who yield to this 
temptation. It is that of men who resist it, who 
look deeper intothe matter. Of these serious 
people, in America opinion is, I repeat it, 
against Gladstone. I strongly suspect the 
same thing is true of the rest of the civilized 
world also.’’

ATTEMPTED GRAVE ROBBERY. 
MONTREAL, August 6.—In December, 1884, 
George K. Fosser, one ofthe wealthiest resi- 
dents of Richmond, Quebec, died, leaving a 


fortune of $1,500,000. Afew days ago an at- 
tempt was made by unknown parties to steal 
the body. A hole, four feet deep, was dug 
into the ground close to the monument, where 
it was supposed the body lay. The thieves, 
however, failed in their attempt, for the re- 
mains were not buried near the monument, 
but some distance away from it, and the 
ground was leveled so that there was no in- 
dication of where the body lay. Near the 
hole lay a pick and a spade, the handle ofthe 
spade bearing the letters, H. T., New 

ork,’’ and it is supposed that the parties,’ 
whoever they were, that made the ‘attempt to 
rob the grave, came from that city. The im- 
pression is that the thieves intended to steal 
the remains and hold them for a large ransom. 

A MISSING YACHTING PARTY. 

SARNIA, Ont., August 6.—The tug Interna- 
tional left here yesterday in seareh of a yacht- 
ing party of six young men belonging to prom- 
inent families, who left heré about three 
weeks ago. yo were last heard from at 
Southampton on Saturday last, and are sup- 
posed to have perished in Lake Huron. 

THREE BODIES RECOVERED. 

The tug International returned this morning 
with the bodies of three of the missing yachts- 
men, and left immediately in search of 
the other three. Two of the bodies were

THE PROVIDENT BANK. 


The Receiver and His Attorney Take Trips 
Toward Canada—A Pool Offer. 


The mystery of the Provident Savings Bank 
failure deepens. To-day everybody wanted 
to know where Receiver Thompson had gone. 
Those who earnestly sought an answer to the 
question at the Bank of Commerce were 
told without hesitation or equivocation 


that Receiver Thompson was out of town. A 
similar question as to the whereabouts of 
Judge Adams, the attorney for the receiver, 
made at that gentleman’s office, was answered 
with equal readiness and straightforwardness, 
Judge Adams is not in the city. 

At Judge Wm. C. Jones’ office, where the 
mysterious absence racket received a news- 

aper puncture, itis admitted that he is fish- 
ng atthe Gasconade, and that his absence 
from the city has nothing whatever to do 
with the missing cashier. The departure of 
Receiver Thompson and his attorney, Judge 
Adams, seems to havea connection. It is a 
singular coincidence that they should go 
away the same evening, while the order of 
their going was also remarked. Both gentle- 
men were at Union Depot, but not together. 
Judge Adams took a train for Chicago. Mr. 
Thompson took a train for Toledo. It was re- 
marked that both points were in the direction 
of Detroit and the Canadian line, where 
Cashier A. B. Thomson was supposed to be at 
present. The gentieman laughed as the coin- 
cidence was remarked to them by some ac- 
quaintances, but said nothing.

J. Brackett to recover the amount of a $3,000 
check on the Provident bank given to Brolaski 
by Brackett the day preceding the failure of 
the bank has been compromised to the satis- 
faction of both parties. 
Receiver Thompson has returned to the city, 
but says his trip had no connection whatever 
with the Provident Bank business. 


JOINED JUMP. 


John Smith Hanged this Morning for the 
Murder of Gladson. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

GALLATIN, Mo., August 6.—The execution of 
John Smith occurred at this place to-day. 
Smith is a partner in crime of Joe Jump, who 
was hanged at this place July 23. The prisoner 
arrived from Maysville (where he had been 


been confined since his conviction) on the 
regular passenger train, reaching here 
at 11:24 a. m. He was escorted to 
the gallows by Sheriff Witt of Daviess 
County and Sheriff Smith of De Kalb 
County. He wore a neat black suit, straw hat 
and slippers. He took his seat on the gallows 
between the two Sheriffs, looked pale, but 
betrayed no emotion. Rev. Mr. Buchanan 
of Maysville then stepped forward and madea 
statementin behalf of the prisoner, which 
Smith himself gave afterwards in substance. 
Rev. A. V. Barley of this city then offered 
ua prayer for the condemned man. When he 
had concluded Smith stepped forward and 
said: Well, ladies and gentlemen, I have just 
afew words I want to say in regard to this 
statement Mr. Buchanan has made. It 
is true. Ihad nothing to do with the killing 
of Gladson. Jump did it all. I never hit 
him, touched him or  heiped to 
put him in the weil. 4 don’t 
want my friends here to look on me as a mur- 
derer, Tam not. This is all, I believe, I have 
to say.’ ‘ 

When he had concluded Rev. Buchanan again 
stepped forward and said, Smith says 
he wantsme to say that he holds nothing 
against any human being, he has no malice 
against any one and fs now ready to pay the 
penaity which every human being has to 
pay. 

The noose was then adjusted by Sheriff Witt 
and the trap sprung. The doomed man’s 
neck was broken.

MARTIN GAINING. 

The fight over the nomination for Supreme 
Judge on the Democratic ticket is absorbing a 
very large share of the attention of local poli- 
ticians just at present, and until the different 
wards have been ‘‘fixed’’ for the 
various candidates, interest in the 
city nominations will be on the wane. 
The impression has gone out that Henry hada 
sure thing on the delegates of at least three- 
fourths of the wards. The politicians are 
known to be working assiduously for the 
Judge, while the lawyers are almost to a man 
for Martin.

ROSS CHOKED OFF. 


A Quarter- Breed Cherokee Murderer Hanged 
at Fort Smith, Ark, 

ForT SMITH, Ark., August 6.—Kit Ross, a 
quarter-breed Cherokee, was hanged here to- 
day for the murder of Jonathan Davis, a 
white man, at Dechoteau, I. T., the 
20th of last December.

Congressman Allen’s War Story. 


From the Congressional Record, 

Mr, Allen of Mississippi thought he 
should apologize for discussing pension 
matters, as he had been a Confederate 
private. It was said that Confederates 
ought to have thought of this matter of 
pensions twenty-five years ago. He ac- 
knowledged that atthe beginning of the 
war he had not given the matter that due 
consideration to which it had probably 
been entitled. [Laughter.] He had been 
quite a young boy then; but along 
about the third year of the war he began 
to think seriously of it, and so much had 
he been impressed with the fact thatthe 
course he was pursuing would bankrupt 
the United States in pensioning the widows 
of the soldiers he was killing, that finally, 
guninhand, he retreated across five or 
six States, with the enemy in his front, 
rather than siay a whole army. 

The contest had finally come 
to the point where he saw that he would 
have toslay a whole army or give up,and 
he laid down his gun like a man and went 
home.

He had gone 
into the war at tbe age of 14 and 
had remained four years, and he 
was pretty well tired of fighting. 
There was another boy with him as 
he was going home who had not been in 
the war so long, and who wanted him to 
go across a river in Alabama and fight 
with Kirby Smith. He had had about 
enough fighting and did not wish to go, 
and they were arguing about the matter, 
when they saw anold gentleman across 
a field 1 them at a fence. When 
they reached him he was very much in- 
terested to know about the surrender, and 
“about our institution.” I told him,” 
continued Mr. Allen, ‘‘that ‘our institu- 
tion’ was gone. [Laughter.] He asked 
me what I was going to do. told him I 
was going home. He said: ‘Young man, 
you are right. You go home and go to plow- 


ing. M 5 experience is that when 
vou fight and get beaten you 
ought to go to something else.’ 


Then he began to philosophize, and 
he said: ‘Boys,this has been a mighty bad 
war. We have lost a good many of our 
bestmen. Wehave a great many one- 
legged and one-armed soldiers in our 
midst who can scarcely earn a living, and 
a great many widows andorphans. So- 
clety has been terribly demoralized, and 
our homes have been desolated and dev- 
astated. Boys, this has been a terrible 
wur; but we van stand all this. The only 
thing terrible is that some fools who have 
not made much reputation out of the war 
Will be wanting to throw this thing up to 
us for the next twenty-five years.’ [Loud 
laughter. ] I make no application of this 
incident, but it does look like words of 
prophetic wisdom.’’ [Laughter.]

The Kansas State Agricultural Bureau re- 
ports condition of corn 60 per cent, indicating 
a yield of 120,000,000 bu.——Late cables from 
London state thatthe outturn of the United 
Kingdom wheat crop will be only about 68, 000, 
000 bu and that the French crop will be fully 15 
per cent short.——An estimate of the stocks of 
lard held in Europe and afloat August 1 
places the amount at 80,900 tcs, against 
105,000 tes for the same time last year.—— 
Advices from Richmond, Va., state that the 
tobacco market has advanced, with heavy 
trading and light receipts, owing to unfavora- 
ble crop reports from nearly all sections, and 
the tendency of values is upwards.——The hop 
crop of the East is said to be an aimost entire 
failure.——The Mark Lane Express says: Un- 
doubtedly the existing French import duty of 
5s 3d per quarter on wheat has bad the effect 
of lowering and keeping down off-coast 
values. France has been in the habit of 
buying freely to the extent of her 
requirements when there was anything 
cheap about, but since the duty has been put 
on French buyers have almost forsaken the 
off-coast markets. During the year 1855 France

CASES IN POINT. 

On the 224 of June, 1877, President 
Hayes tickled the mugwumps of all 
parties by issuing his famous „General 
Order,” the opening sentence of which 
was the following: 

No officer of the Government should be re- 
quired or permitted to take part in the man- 
agement of political organizations, caucuses, 
conventions or election campaigns. 

The fact that this order was nowhere 
obeyed or enforced made patent to all the 
world the dis graceful fact that it was not 
issued with any intention that it should be 
obeyed or enforced. It stands to-day a 
monument of the pharisaical pretentious- 
ness and stilted littleness ofan Administra- 
tion erected on a concrete foundation of 
false pretenses and unblushing frauds. 

On the 14th of July, 1886, nine years 
later, President CLEVELAND issued a proc- 
lamation of warning to his officeholders, 
in which he, too, tickled the mugwumps 
by such precepts as these: 

The influence of Federal officeholders should 
not befelt in the manipulation of political 
primary meetings and nominating conven- 
tious. The use by these officials of their po- 
sitions to compass their selection as delegates 
to political conventions ig indecent and un- 
fair, and proper regard for the proprieties 
andrequirements of official! place will also 
prevent their assuming the active conduct of 
political campaigns. ; 

Was this also issued with no intention 
that it should be obeyed or enforced? 
A week after it was published in all the 
papers a Democratic State Convention 
met at Montpelier, Vt., with about 100 
Federal officeholders in attendance, 
nearly allof whom were delegates and 
not one of whom has since been re- 
moved or even reproved for making his 
influence felt in ‘‘political primary meet- 
ings and nominating conventions,’? or 
for violating the proprieties and require- 
ments of official place by ‘tassuming the 
active conduct of political campaigns.” 
The scandalous spectacle of Democratic 
officeholders swarming in and manipula- 
ting Democratic conventions in utter con- 
tempt of the President’s proclamation and 
without rebuke from him, has since been 
so common, so invariably the rule every- 
where, as to stamp the July document as 
one, in their opinion, issued a la Hayes, to 
be read with a wink and understood in a 
Pickwickian sense. 
At the recent meeting of the State Dem- 
ocratic Committee of Missouri the holder 
of the best Federal office in the State was 
not only present as a member to assume 
the active conduct of political campaigns, 
but made a desperate attempt in his 
peculiar way to reorganize the committee, 
and would have ousted Secretary Mayo 
on the utterly false charge of pocketing 
certain moneys if Mayo had not been able 
to produce a receipt for the same signed 
by Mr. LANCASTER’S own son. 
The manipulation of primary meetings 
and nominating conventions by the man 
whom Mr. CLEVELAND has made Collector 
of the port of St. Louisis not only ‘‘in- 
decent and unfair’ and wanting in 
„proper regard for the proprieties and 
requirements of official place,’’ but it was 
exceedingly offensive and a menace to the 
harmony and decency of the Democratic 
party before he became an officeholder.

A Collection of Death Warrants, 
From the London Times. 

The city of Paris has become lately the pos- 
sessor of a remarkable collection of docu- 
ments, which will have great interest in years 
to come for historical investigators. This was 
the series of death warrants extending from 
April 7, 1808, to December 8, 1832, belonging to 
Samson, the notorious headsman of the Revo- 
lution, 

The collection was bound up in nineteen 
volumes, and Samson has prefixed to each 
volume asummary of the contents. During 
twenty-five years he executed 7,143 capital 
sentences, being an average of 217 executions 
in each year—ratber a busy life. During the 
twenty-tive years he only twice ascended the 
scaffold without a fatal result—once in 1815, 
when Gen. Count Lavelette was to have been 
executed for complicity inthe return of Na- 
poleon, but escaped the night before his in- 
tended execution through the heroism of his 
wife. The second time was in 1817, when 
Philippe- Jean Antoine, a noted coiner, was 
respited at the last moment by Louis XVIII. 


Bayard’s Reply. 
From the New York Sun. 

That was certainly a very strange reply 
which Secretary Bayard made in the case of 
Lino Martinez, who was arrested and im- 
prisoned in Spain in violation of his rights-as 
an American citizen. Mr. Bayard told him he 
could sue the official who arrested him and re- 
cover damages for the outrage in the Spanish 
courts. No one who has any knowledge of 
the usual course of proceedings in Spain would 
think of making such an answer. Every Span- 
ish official is protected by the Government for 
any acts of injustice or oppression that he 
may commit, and a case has never been 
known in which the officer has been punished, 
even when the Government has been obliged 
to indemnify the sutferer. In accepting such 
an answer Mr. Foster, who was our Minister 
in Spain atthe time, ullowed himeelf and his 
Government to be snubbed. Had such a sub- 
ject been handled by some of his predeces- 
sors, such as Sickles, Cushing er Fairchild, 
the result would doubtless have been differ- 
ent.

KNIFTON’S RECORD. 


Performances of the Man for Sullivan—The 
Heaviest Fighter in England. 


A cable dispatch from London says: ‘‘A 
match has been made between Jem Smith and 
John Knifton to fight in the prize ring four 
months from date for the championship of En- 
gland.“ This, adds the Boston Herald, will 
bring the date of the fight on or about Decem- 
ber 1. This seems as though it must preciude 
Smith’s reported purpose of visiting America 


this fall, or engaging the present year in an 
international contest with Sullivan for the 
world’s championship. John Knifton ig 
known by the sobriquet of the ‘‘eighty-one 
tonner.’’ The amount of stake money and 
the place of fighting is not mentioned in the 
dispatch. Knifton is the largest and heaviest 
man in the English prize ring. He is 20 years 
old, stands 6 feet 2 inches in height, and in 
condition scales 196 pounds. He is engaged in 
the milk business in London and is well to do. 
Jim Keenan of this oy, who, during his recent 
visit to England, saw Knifton, says that Knift- 
on expressed to him his purpose to back him- 
self and challenge Smith for the championship 
of Engiand. 

Knitton's first battle was when he met J. 
Scrutton ina glove fight at Cambridge Hall, 
London, September 4, 1877, for a 5 cup and 
gate. They fought nine rounds in a 16-foot 
ring, When a general rowensued. Tho referee 
appointed another place of meeting, but Scrut- 
ton failed to appear, and Knifton was given 


the battle. 

January 2, 1883, Knifton met Bob Wallis, 
‘*Keenan’s big’un,’’ with hard gloves, for a 
purse, in London, They had attled three 
rounds, lasting 11 minutes, when a draw was 
declared. 

He next met Jack Massey in 2 fight 
near London, July 10, 1884, for £1; and won 
aftera severe fight. This is Knifton's best 
battle. Massey, who was four years Knifton’s 
senior, stood 5 feet 8½ inches in height, and 
weirbed on the day 162 pounds. assey’s 
principal performance had been beating Tom 

ully about six years ago with the raw’uns, 
the fight lasting 1 hour 85 minutes, during 
which time forty-five rounds were fought.

THE SALOON-KEEPERS PROTEST AGAINST 
THE USE OF SCHOONERS IN THE DIVES, 


Big Glasses Responsible for the Introduction 
of Bad Beer—A Boycott Declared by the 
Brewers—A Pint for Five Cents Made the 
Limit. 


USTOMERS of the big 
beer saloons paused to- 
day to meditate how par- 
tial is the justice of the 
boycott and marvelous 
are its operations. None 
can tell on whom its next 
lessing will alight. 
Among the trades it 
seems to be variously in- 
voked. Though aimed 
to secure the poor man 
his bread and butter it 
seems to have nothing whatever to do with 
providing him with his beveragés. Its latest 
ukase has gone forth against the ‘‘quart amd a 
gill’? drink of beer which the innovators in the 
saloon business claimed was a step towards re- 
lief of the poor laborer’s condition. The fifteen 
saloon-keepers who introduced the ‘‘jumbo’’ 
schooner, as it is termed, have met with op- 
position from their fellow-saloonists—an un- 
expected quarter. The ‘‘jumbo’’ contains a 
quart and a gill, and has been introduced into 
about fifteen saloons located along the levee 
and on Morgan street. It has also been 
adopted in the Two Johns saloon on Twelfth 
and Spruce streets. The ordinary beer glass 
contains about seven ounces, liquid measure. 
Saloon-keepers estimate that the keg, which 


is a quarter of a barrel, contains 
from one hundred and twenty to 
one hundred and twenty-four = glasses

At the saloon this stick, which is jocularly 
known along the route between the oflice and 
the saloon as ‘‘The spirit of the German 
press, is handed over tothe bar-keeper who 
gradually passes it along under the faucet 
keeping his account by subtracting the unoc- 
cupied notches from the capacity of the 
stick. The profits on this business are 
much smaller than on a first-class glass 

. patronage which only 
expects from four to 
six and sometimes on- 
ly two ounces for 5 
cents. With a fairly 
good glass trade any 
saloon can do a profi- 
table business and ful- 
ly attend to the neigh- 
borhood bucket trade 
which consumes about 
one-half the supply. 
No objection is made 
against this feature of 
the business, but the 
introduction of the 
‘*Jumbo’’ schooneron 
the counter threatened 
the profits of the trade against which anum- 
ber of the saloon-keepers took steps at once, 
A committee was appointed to investigate the 
matter and reported that at fifteen places in 
this city, principally dives, schooners ranging 
between sixteen and thirty-four ounces euch 
were in use. 

Several meetings were held at which it was 
decided to move onthe big beers through the 
brewers. A protest was prepared and pre- 
sented to Chairman Stifel and Secretary Stock 
of the brewers’ committee lastevening. The 
committee of saloon-keepers was composed of 
Theo. Albes, Fred Kleeburg, F. Paul, E. Gat- 
tard, Louis Thiel, John McGuire, Wm. Buss- 
meyer, Thos. McNamara, L. Kramer, O. Schu- 
macher and R. Vocke. 

After discussing the subject, the Brewers’ 
Association adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, By the brewers of St. Louis and 
East St. Louis, that from and after Monday, 
August 9, they will not sell or supply beer to 
any of their respective customers who sells a 

reater quantity of beer than a pint when sold 
by the glassfor less than 5 cents or who selis 
two glasses of beer for 5 cents; 

Secretary Phil Stock of the Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation was seen to-day und asked what effect 
the resolution would have on the saloon- 
keepers who were using the big glasses. 
„They can’t get any more beer in this city or 
East St. Louis if they continue to use the 
‘jumbo’ after the 9th inst.“ 

What is the nearest point from which they 
can get beer, Cincinnati?’’ 

They can’t get beer from Cincinnati. All 
the St. Louis brewers are bound by this reso- 
lution. They won't try toget outside beer. 

How many saloons does it affect?“ 

‘*Fifteen, according to the committee of 
saloon-keepers who presented the grievance. 
The matter will probably be settled by dis- 
pensing with the big glasses. 

MR. MARTIN HENRY, 
one of the leading saloon-keepers, said: The 
object of the fight is to keep up the quality 
of the beer. Permitting cheap poison to be 
sold under the name of beeris only arming 
rohibition with arguments. In some ofthe 


ives along the Levee and Morgan 
street, they sell one of those schoon- 
ers containing over a quart of beer 


forScents. At one place they sell two for 3 
cents, and if the customer cannot put away 
two at a time they give him a check represent- 
ing 242 cents, which is good for a schooner at 
another time. At another place they give 
away a big cigar with a schooner. You can 
guess the quality of both the beer and the 
cigar. Why, the stuff pours out like molasses! 
I honestly believe if a man drank four 
schooners of that stuff he would die from the 
effects. You know there are three kinds of 
beer in every cask, the top, the bottom and 
the middie. The middle beer is the best, as 
the top ferments too much and the bottom 
tastes of the sediment and oak shavings in 
that part of the cask. Asfaras I am con- 
cerned I would rather pay $9a bar rel than 58, 
the present price. lam always sure of — 
down apure, healthy drink to a customer, 
don’tknow at what rate the owners of these 
places get their beer. It has been stated that 
some of them only pay 8 cents a keg. I don’t 
know whether this is true or not. 

„Will the saloon-keepers insist on stopping 
the sale of this cheap beer?’’ 

„es. They have collected as evidence a 
jumbo schooner, a check and a cigar, which 
will be submitted to the brewers. They are 
now at Central Turner Hall.“ 

These are arguments in themselves going to 
show that these dives are getting a very cheap 
quality of beer, when they can sell in such 
quantities and with such outside inducements.

SINE S OF WAR. 


WHAT MEXICO CAN DO IN THE EVENT OF 
HOSTILITIES OPENING. 


The Fading Boundary—Hatred of Americans 
~—Troops That Live on the Smell of 
Food—A Possible Force of 250,000 in 
Opposition te Invasion—The Army Or- 
ganization—Forty Thousand Men in the 
Standing Army — Manufacture of Arms 
and Equipment. 


The Rio Grande has in the last week dwindled 
to such insignificant proportions that it no 
longer constitutes a naturai boundary between 
the great Republic and the Republican mon- 
archy, the United States and Mexico. 
It has become in the popular mind 
to be an artificial line that 
may be moved southward until the 
northern tier of Mexican States shall have 
been absorbed. The tales of the war of 41, 
told by the few reminders in the flesh of that 
curious contest, lead to the belief that opposi- 
tion will be slightin the way of an invading 
army. That it will be as ineffective a force as 
that which opposed Taylor and his troop of 
latter-day heroes is certainly counted upon. 
Authorities, however, estimate that Mexico 
will be able to put into the fleld a fighting 
force of 250,000 men, capable of sustaining 
life on limited rations, acclimated and fight- 
ing enemies whom they have in years 
grownto hate in no cold-blooded fashion. 
The population of Mexico is about 11, 000, 000. 
Seven-tenths of this number are Indians and 
‘‘greasers’’ or half- breeds. The latter are 
excellent fighters who can march incredible 


distances, endure hardships that would killa 
white man, live on next to nothing, and die 
without fear, as they are sure a next world 
cannot be worse than the present and it 
might be better. If Mexico was a civilized 
country and had a government strong wary 


an army i of not less than 450, 
could be organized on the Ger- 
man plan. The financial resources 


of the country, the by-sufferance existence of 
the National Government, the practical 
separation of interests of the States owing 
to the prevalence of the extreme State’s 
rights idea, combine to prevent such an or- 
ganization.

SONG-BIRDS GO UNFED. 


Less Tribute Paid to Poets Than to Canaries 
in Gilt Cages. 


Paul Hayne Hamilton in the Critic. 


There are three poets of this country 

whose lives can never be read without bit- 
ter pain, the direct results of poverty 
being but too conspicuous in the deter- 
mination of their melancholy fates. One 
was Edgar Poe; the others were Henry 
Timrod and Sidney Lanier. Poe may be 
almost said to have had an apotheosis, 
a world-wide apotheosis, since his decease; 
yet one reflects that but for a tithe of the 
sums paid for editions de luxe of his 
works during a single decade might in his 
life-time have spared him the horror of 
his young wife’s death, hastened by des- 
titution and hardships innumerable, and 
transformed his Podeful raven“ into 
some white dove of peace. I am sure,” 
wrote Timrod to me but a few months be- 
fore his melancholy end, I assure you 
that I would give everything that I have 
ever composed for $10U0in hand!” Think 
of the terrible depths of want which 
forced a declaration like this! From Bal- 
timore, November 19, 1880, Lanier wrote: 
For six months past a ghastly fever 
has been taking possession of me every 
day about 12 m.,and holding my head 
under the surface of indescribable distress 
for the next twenty hours, subsiding only 
enough each morning to let me get on my 
working harness, but never intermitting. 
A number of tests show it to be not the 
hectic, so well known im consumption, 
aud to this day it has baffle all 
the skill I could find in New York, 
Philadelphia and here. I have my- 
self been disposed to think it arose wholly 
from the bitterness of having to spend my 
time in making academic lectures and 
boys’ books—pot boilers all—when a 
thousand songs are singing in my heart 
that will certainly kill me if I do not utter 
them soon. But I don't think this diagno- 
sis has found favor with my — 
physicians; and meanwhile work 
day after day in such suffering as 
is piteous to see. I hope this 
does not sound likea Jeremiad. I men- 
tion these matters 8 in the strong re- 
bellion against what I fear might be your 
thought—namely, forgetfulness of you— 
if you did not know the causes which keep 
me from sending you more frequent mes- 
sages. Idonot, and will not, forget the 
early encouragements which used to come 
from you when I was just daring to think 
of making verses.’’ 
I have been told that Northern ad- 
mirers of Lanier’s genius have contributed 
liberally to the support of his widow and 
children. A noble deed! But I wonder 
if the widowed woman whom he once de- 
scribed as his fair young wife guarding 
the candle in a breezy portico with her 
rounded hands while he read aloud to 
his friends—I wonder if she does not 
sometimes look out through a blinding 
mist fromthe haven of a tardy refuge 
and reflect upon the ‘‘might-have-been,’’ 
could help only have reached the little 
family to save, or at least prolong her 
poet’s life? 


East Indian Weapons. 


From Blackwood's Magazine. 


Many of the weapons of strange shape 
and character to be found in India de- 
serve special notice on account of their 
appropriateness te the district in which 
they have originated, their historical as- 
sociations, or their individual peculiarity 
of shape and quality. The kukri, the 
national weapon of Nepal, is about nine- 
teen inches in total length, with an un- 
guarded hilt.

inhabitants found the constant want of an 
implement to open their way through the 
thick underwood and clumps of bamboo. 
The Coorg knife, the ayda katti, is about 
the same length as the kukri, also with 
blade incurved, but still wider and heavier. 
One of its most remarkable characteristics 
is that it has no sheath, but is carried, slung 
naked. across the hips through a slit in 
a metal belt. The belt is called a to- 
dunga, and is made generally in either 
brass or silver, of a solid plate behind, 
fastening in front with massive and hand- 
some chains. A spike projects to the rear 
from the center of this plate at the back. 
This spike has no apparent definite use, 
but it was remarked at the Imperial as- 
semblage at Delhi that the Coorg chiefs 
who were there in the costume and wear- 
— the arms of their native country were 
not incommoded by any crowd pressing 
on them from behind.

AN IMPORTANT CHANGE. 


Scheme Proposed for the Improvement of 


the Signal Service. 
The rumor that Lieut. J. H. Weber would 


resume charge of the St. Louis Signal Station 
has caused to come to light the details 


of a scheme for a change in the 


conduct of the signal system through- 
gut the country. About the return of Lieut, 
Weber tne local signal officer could impart no 
information to a POST-DISPATCH reporter who 
called there this morning. This scheme 
which has been hatching some time 
in the mind of the Chief Signal Officer will, if 
put into effect, practically remodel the signal 


| service system. It is nothing more or less 


than the „ of the country into 
sections each one of which would have a Lieu- 
tenantin charge, There are in the service 
now a total of about twenty-one Lieutenants, 
first and second, who couid be assigned to this 
duty. About half adozen would be needed 
at the Washington end, so that not mure than 
twelve or possibly fifteen would be availabie 
for ‘‘section’’ duty. 

The sections would include a certain num- 
ber of States and Territories under the gen- 
eral supervision ofa Lieutenant, to whom all 
communications and reports could be ad- 
dressed and who would have the power to de- 
cide on important matters requiring immedi- 
ate attention. This would do away with 
the delays that so often arise * the 
correspondence with the distant office at Wash- 
ington. It is also expected that this change 
would make the service much more 
efficient because, instead of hav- 
ing the reports from each station 
depend for their continued accuracy upon the 
supervision of the Washington office, each 
Lieutenant would have a certain amount 
or pride in keeping up the standard 
of the stations in his jurisdiction, 
and being acquainted with the interests of the 
people in bis section and the meteorological 
conditions would be quick to see where this 
or that ‘improvement could be made. 
As the signal Service has now 
become 80 closely connected with 
the business interests of the country this pro- 
posed 3 would be of the greatest im- 
portance. It is only, however, in case of such 
a scheme going into effect that Sergt. Weber 
would give way to his brother.

THE PFISTER TRAGEDY. 


Young Mrs. Barton’s Confession Proves to 
Be False. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPaTcn. 

NEW YORK, August 6.—Florence Mary Bar- 
ton, the 15-year-old:wife who described how 
she killed Fred Pfister while defending her 
honor as told in yesterday’s PosT-DISPATCH, 
was madejto repeat her story yesterday to the 
police who were not convinced that she was 
telling the truth. She was arraigned before 
Justice Kenna in the morning and by the ad- 
vice of counsel pleaded not guilty to the 


charge of manslaughter. She was returned 
to the station-house. It was learned that she 
is not the girl that she was supposed to be. 
On the night of the murder she met 
Pfister, as she said in her voluntary state- 
ment, and went with him tothe lots as she 
described, but what happened there is very 
different from what she told ber friends. She 
confided to some of her friends that Pfister 
and she were in a compromising position 
whentwo young men appeared and struck 
Pfister, who became unconscious. She then 
ran away and was followed by the two men 
who caught her, and she promised to say that 
she killed Pfister in self-defense if the trio 
should be arrested, The confession 
which the girl made is the re- 
sultof this agreement. After learnng these 
facts the POST- DISPATCH reporter went to the 
station-house. Florence was there being led by 
the doorman to the Sergeant’s room. She was 
dressed very prettilyin a light gray dress, 
showing a white linen shirt front on her 
bosom, above which was a standing collar and 
white satin cravat. In her hand she carried a 
smuli straw hat. Hersmall features depicted 
innocence. Her large, brown eyes were 
swollen from crying. As the Sergeant asked 
her to step into the private room she realized 
that she was to pass through the ordeal of 
A LONG CROSS -QUESTIONING. 

She was questioned for two and a half hours, 
but stuck to her story. For hours at a time the 
different officers talked to her, but she would 
only say ‘‘I told you all.’’ Last night there 
Was great activity at the station-house and 
short y before midnight three prisoners were 
brought in. Henry E. Stonewald was the 
first, Abraham Sault, the husband of Florence, 
soon followed, and Lena Marshall came later. 
These three were charged with being accesa- 
ries to the crime, but the police said that all 
they knew was that they were with 
Florence on the night of July 25 when Pfister 
was killed. They were each placed in differ- 
entrooms, Nothing new could be learned of 
them and the three were locked up. Coroner 
Hesse and Detective Ihne then went to Flor- 
ence’scell. She, when asked directly whether 
her husband had killed Pfister, said she could 
not say whether he did or not, but admitted, 
at least, that the murder was committed by a 
man who looked like him. She then admitted 
thatshe had lied when she told the story 
about her defense for her virtue. Her hus- 
band declared that ne had not seen his wife for 
months before the night of the murder. He

CLOSED TO CRIMINALS. 


THE UNITED STATES’ FIRST EXTRADITION 
TREATY WITH JAPAN. 


On Objections of Senators Edmunds and 
Evarts, the Consideration of the Treaty 
Laid Over to the Next Session—Nearly all 
the Crimes Included in the Previsions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 6.—The extra- 
dition treaty with Japan, which is given in full 
below, was signed on April 29, 1886, and sent 
to the Senate by the President on June 9. It 
was, in the ordinary course of business, re- 
ferred tothe Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
which discussed it without, however, reaching 
any conclusion, There area number of pro- 
visions in the treaty to which it is understood 
Messrs. Edmunds and Evarts objected, chief 
among the number is that contained in article 
VI. of the treaty, which provides for the de- 
tention, for two months, of a criminal whose 
extradition has been demanded by telegraph. 
This time limit, it is thought, is not in the 
caso of so distant a county sufficiently 
liberal. It should, in the opinion of some 
members of the Foreign Affairs Committee, be 
at least three months. Article VII., too, is 
believed to contain some extraordinary pro- 
visions not hitherto adm itted in the general 
practice of international extradition. Consid- 
erable discussion arose in the committee also 
onthe question of what would likely consti- 
tute a political crime in Japan. A doubt was 
expressed as to whether the judicial authori- 
ties in this country would be in a position to 
determine so delicate a question as that in- 
volving the political condition ofa 

SEMI BARBAROUS ASIATIC POWER. 

These and minor details the Japanese Minis- 
ter here, Mr. Jushii Rinichi Kuki, is author- 
ized to perfect, subject, of course,to the ap- 
proval of the Imperial Government of Japan. 
The treaty is to be taken up early in the begin- 
ning of the next session and will probably be 
favorably reported. It includes, as will be 
seen by Article II., a large number of crimes— 
in fact it embraces in the list nearly all crimes 
enumerated in the several extradition treaties 
now in force between the United States and 


European countries. It derives additional 
interest from the fact that it is not 
only the first extradition treaty which Japan 
ever entered into with any power, but that it 
is the first extradition treaty concluded be- 
tween a civilized nation and a semi-barbarous 
Asiatic power. 

This and other extradition treaties are the 
favorite schemes of Secretary Bayard. It is 
his purpose, so well informed people assert, 
to unite gradually in a net-work of extradition 
conventions the greater part ofthe civilized 
countries of the globe. His appointments in 
the diplomatic service, itis believed, were all 
made with a view to that end. Already there 
are either pending or have been concluded a 
series of extradition treaties with some of the 


South American Repubiics which heretofore 


have been the refuge of criminals from the 
United States. 
THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


To the Senate of the United. States: 

I transmit herewith, for your considerution, 
with a view to its notification, a convention 
for the extradition of criminals, signed at 
Tokio onthe 29th day of April, 1886, by the 
Plenipotentiaries otthe United States and the 
Empire of Japan. The negotiations which led 
to the conclusion of this convention were 
caused immediatelv by the case of 
a forger in San Francisco who, having 
fied to Japan, was delivered up to the authori- 
ties of the State of California. It was not pos- 
sible for this Government to ask his surren- 
der, but the Japanese Government, of its 
own motion, cuused his delivery as a friendly 
act. It then suggested the conclusion of an 
extradition convention between the two coun- 
tries. The suggestion was favorably enter- 
tained by this Government, not only on ac- 
count of the importance of such a treaty to 
the execution of the criminal laws of the 
United States, but also because of the support 
which its conclusion would giveto Japan in 
her efforts towards judicial autonomy and 
complete sovereignty.

THE TREATY. 

The following is the full text of the treaty: 

The President of the United States of Amer- 
ica and His Majesty, the Emperor of Japan, 
having judged it expedient with a view to the 
better administration of justice and to the 
prevention of crime within the two countries 
and their jurisdictions, that persons charged 
with or convicted of the crimes or offenses 
hereinafter named, and being fugitives from 

ustice, should, under certain circumstances, 

e reciprocally delivered up, they have named 
us their Plenipotentiaries to conclude a treaty 
for this purpose, that is to say, the President 
of the United States of America, Richard B. 
Hubbard, their Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary near His Imperial 
Majesty, and His Majesty, the Emperor of 
Japan, Count Inouye Kaoru Jinsammi, His

vim in safe custody for a reasonable time, not 
exceeding two months, to await the produc- 
tion of the documents upon which the claim 
for extradition is founded. 

NATIVE CITIZENS NOT DELIVERED UP. 

ARTICLE VII. Neither of the contracting 
parties shall be bound to deliver up its own 
citizens or subjects under the stipulations of 
this convention, but they shall have the power 
to deliver them up if in their discretion it be 
deemed proper to do 80. 

EXPENSES OF EXTRADITION. 

ARTICLE VIII. The expense of the arrest, 
detention, examination and transportation of 
the accused shall be paid by the Government 
which has requested the extradition. 

WHEN THE TREATY GOES INTO FORCE, 

ARTICLE IX. The present treaty shall come 
into force sixty days after the exchange of the 
ratification thereof. It may be terminated 
by either of them, but shall remain in force 
for six months alter notice has been given of 
its termination. The treaty shall be ratified 
and ratifications shall be exchanged at Wash- 
ington as soon as possible.

CONGRESSMAN HISCOCK ON THE ADMINIS- 
TRATION AND POLICY OF THE HOUSE, 


— ä — — 


Effect of the Payment of the 3 Per Cent 
Bonds—The Banking System — Difference 
in Estimates by the Administration and 
Messrs. Randall and Morrison—A Sinking 
Fund Deficit—The Democratic House— 
Systematized Appropriations. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 5.—Congress- 
man Frank Hiscock of New York is one of the 
most experienced of the Republican members 
in everything relating to the revenue or finan- 
cial questions. Wednesday I called upon him 
at his rooms at the Arlington. Reclining up- 
on a dark cloth covered lounge, witha great 
yellow silk pillow under his arm, with one 
hand in the trousers pocket of his gray frock 
suit, Mr. Hiscock criticised the 
Administration and the policy of 
the House from a business standpoint, 
He said: ‘‘With reference to the business 
outlook of the country, if the Morrison sur- 
plus resolution is executed, all of the3 per 
cents will be paid within the next fourteen 
months. One hundred and six million of them 
are now deposited for bank ofrculation. The 
effect their payment will have upon the na- 
tional bank system is more thanI can foretell. 
It would seem that some legislation providing 
some other basis for circulation would be 
forced. Icannot believe that the banks will 
pay the 4s and 44s, at the price they would be 
likely to command for that purpose.“ 

May they not hold 3s without interest?’’ 

Ido not believe they will hold the threes 
withoutinterest. Ithink it a great mistake, 
the impression that is maintained through the 


clamor of Congress that capitalists to-day 
are particulariy wedded to the national bank- 
ing system. 
Those institutions exist in States where 
they have very fair banking laws, and I think 
the capital there is just as willing to 
go back to State banking laws asto be per- 
petually subject to threatening legislation 
ut Washington. Very likely the outcome of 
it will be that while we are adapting ourselves 
to some other system there will be a very 
positive contraction of the currency. On the 
other hand it is not at all unlikely that we will 
be forced toa silver basis. A very small pre- 
mium on gold will have the effect for the pur- 
poses of use as circulation to withdraw the 
whole 5600, 000, 000 of gold currency in the 
country ortieitup. For the last fiscal year 
there has been a decided falling off in 
our reports of agricultural Pro- 
ducts. For that matter it has 
been going on forthe last four years, falling 
from over $730,000,000 in 1881 toalittle over 
$485 000,000 in 1886. This failing off, as I have 
said, isin the products of our agricultural in- 
dustries, and it would seem, ifthisis to con- 
tinue, thatthere must bea further prostra- 
tion of these industries in this country. In 
the last year, in our gold exchange with for- 
eign nations, the balance was against us $34,- 
000, 000, withdrawing that amount from us. If 
a business depression is the result, it 
is very certam that the Dewocratic 
party in power will be heid 
responsible forit. Better times, higher prices 
and lower taxation were the potent cries of 
the Democracy in the last Presidential election 
and inthis their first Congress, in obedience 
to the emphatic demand of the President and 
Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Morrison’s bill 
TO REDUCE TAKIFF TAXES 
was introduced, proposing a reduction of 
$24,000,000. Mr. Randall with a few tollowers 
antagonized it, but 19 a reduction of 
tari taxes an an internal rev- 
enus taxation of $36,000,000. At the time 
when the President made his demand for leg- 
islation of this kind, he submitted estimates 
to Congress, calling for appropriations: to ad- 
minister the Government amounting to $24,- 
000,000 more than the estimated receipts for 
the current year. Mr. Morrison intsgoduced 
his bill, stating expressly that $305,000,000 was 
all that the Government ought to spend, ex- 
clusive of the revenues from postai service. 
Mr. Randall was chairman of the committee 
on appropriations and when the matter 
was brought up for consideration the 
appropriation bilis were advanced to that 
state that Mr. Randall and Mr. Morrison and 
the Adininistration knew that the appropria- 
tions for the current year, exclusive of those 
paid from the postal revenues, must amount 
to about $336,000,000, an amount equal to the 
highest sum that could possibly be expected 
for our revenues, and Mr. Morrison and Mr. 
Randall must have known that the passage of 
either bill would render it impossible for the 
Government to keep good the sinking fund on

In other words there would be a deficit in
